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Man leads IPD on wild foot chase 

Officer and suspect taken to hospital -

James R. ,“Jim Bob” 
Harrison, 34, was arrested 
on Wednesday night after 
Irvine police officers chased 
him through the courthouse, 
across town and out the 
railroad tracks. 

IPD Captain McKinney 
said officers received a call 
to locate a suspect after 
they were tipped that a man 
and woman appeared to be 
beating a child in their car. 

Sergeant Michael Gross 
and Officer Jon Sturniolo 
located the suspect, Jim Bob 
Harrison, in the upstairs 


courtroom where he was 
being served a felony warrant 
for receiving a stolen fire 
arm. 

When Harrison saw the 
officers, he turned and ran 
out of court. They gave chase 
through the courthouse and 
across Main Street, where 
Harrison disregarded cross 
walk signs and caused cars to 
slam on their brakes to avoid 
striking him or the officers. 

The chase continued 
when Harrison ran toward 
the bridge, and hopped a 
guard rail onto the railroad 
tracks. Officer Sturniolo and 
Captain Mckinney pursued 
Harrison down the bank. 

McKinney was leading 



Fritz, the K-9 unit, whom 
McKinney said was , “pulling 
a little bit,” when McKinney’s 
foot caught in kudzu vine, 
causing him to tumble. 

“That’s when my military 
training kicked in,” said 
McKinney. “We were taught 
to ‘tuck and roll,’ which is 


basically to just tuck up into 
a ball and roll.” 

Officer Sturniolo was 
already on the tracks when 
McKinney went over the 30 
foot embankment, in the 
process rolling over big rocks 
and a drain line. 

“Fritz had no problem,” 
McKinney said. “He’s got 
four wheel drive.” 

With the assistance of IPD 
Chief Brad Smith, Sergeant 
Michael Gross and Constable 
Danny Conrad, the officers 
were able to corner Harrison 
in the open fields below the 
old Carhartt building near 
the new sewer plant. 

Officer Gross took 
Harrison into custody where 


he was taken to the hospital 
for evalutation, then lodged 
in the Estill County jail. He 
was charged with fleeing 
or evading police, first 
degree (on foot); wanton 
endangerment, first degree; 
criminal trespassing, second 
degree; resisting arrest and 
menacing. 

Officers were concerned 
that Harrison might be 
carrying a fire arm. It 
was later determined that 
Harrison was not beating his 
child/children. 

McKinney also was taken 
to the hospital for evaluation. 
He says he feels fortunate to 
not have any broken bones.

Growing Appalachia, 
one garden at a time

Growing Appalachia, one garden 
at a time 

With snow still on the ground, 
plans were set in motion last week to 
create organic gardens throughout 
the community. 

Renee Alexander, area director for 
WestCare, says her organization is 
receiving a $25,000 grant from Grow 
Appalachia, in partnership with 
Berea College, for the second year in 
a row. 

In 2010, Paul Mitchell, of hair 
styling products fame, and CEO 
John Paul Dejoria founded Grow 
Appalachia, a non-profit, to promote 
healthier lifestyles and economic 
development in Appalachia where 
jobs are scarce. 


The organization distributes grant 
money through organizations to help 
families by providing resources to 
grow nutritious food. 

Not only does Grow Appalachia 
aim to teach gardening skills but also 
food preparation and preservation. 

Another of the non-profit’s goals is 
to create programs that will provide 
healthy food to elderly and disabled 
residents and to develop local 
farmers’ markets. 

Last year, Westcare, a substance 
abuse rehabilitation center, hosted 
a Grow Appalachia-sponsored 
community garden just off Pea Ridge 
Road near the soccer fields. 

Clients of Westcare learned 
gardening and canning skills, while 
they earned money to pay court fees 
and child support, said Alexander.

Cold claims life 
of Estill woman

A woman was found dead 
beside her vehicle on Turkey 
Pen Road in rural Estill 
County last Wednesday. 

Relatives became 
concerned after they hadn’t 
heard from Vickie Hunt 
Arvin for a few days. Her 
sister went to check on her 
and found her. 

Vickie Hunt Arvin, 55 
years old, was confirmed 
dead by the Estill County 
Coroner at the scene. 

Arvin lived at Turkey 
Pen Road, which is just off 
Horn’s River Road in the 
Red Lick area. 

According to a Kentucky 
State Police investigation, 
Arvin appeared to have 
died of exposure to the cold 


weather after her vehicle slid 
off the road and got stuck on 
a bank. 

When Arvin got out of 
the vehicle, she fell into a 
nearby creek, but she was 
able to get out. She returned 
to the passenger side of her 
vehicle, but she died there. 

The police report 
stated that foul play is not 
suspected. 

Della Piersall, of Irvine, 
is Arvin’s cousin. She says 
they grew up together and 
were more like sisters. 

“We are just devastated,” 
said Piersall. 

Arvin is survived 
by two daughters, two 
grandchildren with another 
on the way,and a brother 
and a sister.

Puckett’s days at the track 
began when he started 
participating in truck pulls 
back in the 1980’s and 1990’s. 
He says he built his first car 
in 2007, and he started dirt- 
track racing in 2008. 

Although the sport might 
not receive the publicity 
that Nascar does, it’s still big 


business with some decent 
prizes. Top races can pay 
$100,000, Puckett says. 

He and his family and 
team travel to Ohio, 
Tennessee, North Georgia, 
and all over Kentucky to 
race. 

JP Motorsports competes 
with some “million-dollar 


outfits,” but they often beat 
them. 

Last year, Puckett says his 
team won “20-something” 
prizes, but, as is often the 
case, the expenses ate up 
much of the profit. 

Racing fuel is $10 a gallon, 
and tires cost between $125 
and $150 each. Sometimes, 
the team replaces three tires 
a night. 

To be competitive, Puckett 
says, the car has to be built 
from quality parts, and those

When he finally arrived 
at the office, he found his 
new co-workers all standing 
at the door, watching for 
him to arrive. He says he 
expected to be chastised, but 
Sharon said to him instead, 
“I am so relieved you are 
here. I was afraid you had 
changed your mind.” 

He said, “You might have 
forgotten that, but I never 
did.” 

Linda Huettner said her 
coworker also became a 
devoted friend. 

“I had moved to Stanton, 
and I knew no one,” she said. 
“God must have known that 
I needed a best friend.” 

Linda said when she had 
a motorcycle wreck and 
was laid up flat on her back, 
Sharon came to be by her 
side. 

Sharon’s time with KRF 
overlapped her teaching 
career for a little while. She 
worked there for a couple of 
summers when it was only a 
summer program, but when 
the position opened up full 
time, she took the job in 


January of 2001. 

For thirteen years, 

Sharon served as a youth 
coordinator for the Youth 
Investment Program, now 
called “Game On.” 

The program is part of 
the Labor Department’s 
Workforce Investment Act, 
which prepares 16 to 18 year 
olds for the workforce. 

Sharon says an important 
part of her job was trying

She also worked a few 
years at the alternative 
school, where she says she 
taught nearly every subject 
except English. Sharon 
finished her career teaching 


Nicole. Each of their sons 
has two sons, giving Sharon 
and Hoover a total of six 
grandsons. 

Now that she’s retired, 
Sharon says she “doesn’t 
have a clue” what she’s 
going to do, but she likely 
won’t stay idle. She cites the 
example of her dad who is 
still working at the age of 81. 

One project she’d like to 
attempt is to write stories 
about everyday heroes, like 
her mom, whom she calls a 
“mama mountain lion.” 

She also says people 
who are caregivers of 
grandchildren and those 
with special needs deserve 
to have their stories told. 

Sharon plans to volunteer 
at some of the schools and 
with “Game On.” She’s 
been very active with the 
Elizabeth Witt Christmas 
Party for several years, 
something she plans to 
continue. 

Last but not least, she 
hopes to spend more time 
with her husband and 
grandchildren. 

Sharon says she wants her 
grandchildren to remember 
her as someone “who did 
something other than work 
all the time.”

Others participated as 
well that were not Westcare 
clients. 

Alexander said 
participants were excited to 
learn how to grow and can 
their own foods. One family 
was particularly proud to 
serve mostly homegrown 
foods at their Thanksgiving 
dinner last year. 

This year, the grant 
requires at least 30 people to 
sign up, and they can do so 
in groups or as individuals. 

Gardens may be grown 
on private property, but if a 
group or individual wants to 
grow a garden and does not 
have a suitable place for one, 
they can use the property 
on Pea Ridge or another 
location. 

Organizers of the project 
would like to see community 
gardens in or around town 
if residents in Irvine or 
Ravenna are interested. 

There are a few stipulations 
to the program. Gardeners 
must have their soil tested, 
which Grow Appalachia pays 
for, and they must agree to 
attend at least six gardening- 


related workshops. 

Last year, there were 
about a dozen workshops 
provided, and participants 
got to choose the ones they 
attended. 

Brief monthly reports 
must be turned in, but all 
seeds, plants and other 
supplies are provided. Seeds 
must be untreated and 
certified organic. 

Participants are asked to 
contribute 10 percent back. 
This can be done in several 
ways. Last year, produce 
was given to the backpack 
ministry, to the food bank 
and to senior citizens at 
Horizon Daycare. 

Other ways of giving back 
can be agreeing to teach a 
skill or share some heirloom 
seeds. 

Seeds need to be ordered 
by the end of February, 
so anyone interested in 
participating should contact 
Renee Alexander at Westcare 
as soon as possible by 
emailing renee.alexander@ 
westcare.com or calling 606- 
726-0385.

He 
found pills and an ink pen tube 
with white residue in Durbin’s 
pockets. The child was turned 
over to his mother, Melissa 
Allen. Durbin was charged 
with operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol, 
possessing a controlled 
substance, endangering the 
welfare of a minor, prescription 
controlled substance not in a 
proper container, possessing 
drug paraphernalia and 
reckless driving.

The more you know

In or last article, we reviewed the Office of 
Judge-Executive; this week we move to the 
office of Sheriff. Most people see the Sheriff 
as the chief law enforcement officer in the 
County; however, in reality the Sheriff has far 
more civil administrative duties than actual 
law enforcement. To qualify for the office of 
Sheriff, one must be at least 24 years of age, a 
resident of the County for one year prior to 
election and before taking office must execute 
a performance bond of at least $10,000.00. 

No specialized law enforcement training is 
required, although most sheriffs will attend 
annual training sponsored by their association. 

Broadly speaking, the sheriffs duties fall 
into four categories: tax collection, election 
duties, services to Court and law enforcement. 
Sheriffs collect property taxes for the state, 
county and school districts. Additionally, if 
contracted, the sheriff may collect taxes for 
cities and other special taxing districts such as 
library boards and health departments. 

In Estill County, the sheriff collects taxes for 
all of these entities with the exception of the 
city governments in the County. The sheriff 
must make an annual tax settlement with 
the fiscal court each October at which time 
they must also give the county clerk a list of 
delinquent tax payers for motor vehicles and 
trailers. Additionally, the sheriff will provide 
the county clerk with a list of delinquent 
property taxes on real estate. 

The sheriff also has several election duties, 
the most important of which is that he, or 
she, serves as a member of the county board 
of elections. This is an important function as 
the county board of elections appoints election 
officers and certifies elections. 

Interestingly, the sheriff cannot serve in this 
capacity in any election in which he, or she, is 
a candidate for office. When this occurs, the 
remaining members of the board of elections 
appoint a commissioner to serve during this 
period of ineligibility. 

In addition to the duties on the board 
of elections, the sheriff is also required to 
advertise and publish certain special elections 
such as vacancies in the General Assembly and 


in the United States House of Representatives. 

The sheriff is also an officer of both the fiscal 
and judicial courts and provides administrative 
services to them. The sheriff, or a deputy, is 
required to attend fiscal court and any court 
of justice (i.e. circuit or district court) to keep 
order and require participants to obey court 
orders. In rendering services to the court 
of justice, the sheriff provides deputies and 
equipment to provide court security, a role 
normally referred to as a court bailiff. 

The sheriff is required to execute and return 
all notices and processes (items such summons 
and subpoenas) and may appoint others to 
assist him in making such service. In an 
interesting note, if the sheriff is a party to any 
proceeding, then process may be served upon 
him by the coroner, jailer, constable or other 
person appointed by the Court. 

Likewise, the coroner is the only fiscal court 
officer that can serve an arrest warrant on the 
sheriff. The sheriff, or a deputy, must go the 
clerks office daily to receive any process that 
has been issued. A sheriff may execute a court 
order of attachment and in doing so may 
enter any building or enclosure to retrieve the 
property. Additionally, the sheriff may break 
in and enter any building necessary to execute 
a warrant of arrest. The sheriff is also required 
to execute and enforce orders of arrest entered 
by military courts. The sheriff may also be 
ordered to execute various writs restoring 
owners to their property, such as landlords or 
lien holders. 

One of the biggest duties facing sheriffs, 
especially our own, is the transport of 
prisoners and juvenile offenders to jails and 
detention facilities. This includes the transport 
of prisoners to and from these locations for 
court appearances. The sheriff is required to 
transport prisoners whenever ordered to do 
so by a judge. This is especially relevant to 
Estill County, because we typically have more 
prisoners than we have beds at our local jail. 
This forces the sheriff to transport prisoners 
every time that Court is in session causing 
him, and the fiscal court, to incur significant 
expenses for mileage and personnel. The 
closest juvenile facility to Estill County is in 
Breathitt County, and we typically house adult 
prisoners in several other jails such as Jackson 


County, Bourbon County and Powell County. 
Therefore, on a typical court day, the sheriff may 
be transporting prisoners from several different 
locations. 

As a law enforcement officer, the sheriff is a 
peace officer and possesses those law enforcement 
powers enumerated in KRS 446.010 and KRS 
431.005. 

This includes broad authority to make 
arrests. In addition to the sheriff, three other 
elected county officials are also considered 
peace officers—coroners, jailers and constables. 
Broadly speaking, a peace officer may make an 
arrest based on a judicially issued warrant, when 
a felony is committed in the officer’s presence, or 
when the officer has probable cause to believe a 
felony has been committed. Generally, a peace 
officer cannot arrest for a misdemeanor offense 
unless it occurs in his presence, or a statute 
provides otherwise. Kentucky Revised Statutes 
provide for warrantless misdemeanor arrests for 
offenses such as driving under the influence, or 
instances of domestic violence. 

Yes, a sheriff can still form a posse. KRS 70.060 
allows a sheriff to summon as many persons as he 
deems necessary to aid him in the performance 
of the duties of his office. The sheriff may appoint 
such persons he deems appropriate as deputy 
sheriffs. 

In other unusual, and seldom necessary 
situations, the sheriff has the power to sell 
property used in the unlawful transportation 
of alcoholic beverages in a dry territory; he, or 
she, also has the power to destroy any gambling 
instruments with, or without a warrant; he, or she 
may assist in the destruction of diseased animals 
and may impound unlicensed dogs. Additionally, 
he must, when ordered by the District Judge, 
prevent obstructions to mining surveys (KRS 
352.500). He, or she, may also act as a deputy 
fire marshall and may also repossess revoked 
alcoholic beverage licenses. Finally, the sheriff 
may attend the execution of condemned persons 
from the county. 

As you see, the sheriff faces a wide range of 
duties upon taking office. Many of these duties 
range far beyond the normal perception of a 
sheriff, and deal more with intricate financial 
matters than law enforcement. Currently, our 
sheriff has three Deputies, a bailiff and two clerks.

Balancing liberty and security 
is a never-ending challenge

Every few days, we learn yet one more 
way in which government’s expanded 
surveillance powers intrude upon our 
privacy and civil liberties. 

Last week, it was the revelation that 
spy agencies in the U.S. and Britain have 
been snagging personal data from the 
users of mobile phone apps. Before that 
came news that the NS A was tracking 
our social connections and delving into 
our contact lists. It appears the agency 
can do anything it wants when it comes 
to collecting information on pretty 
much anyone it wants. 

We can take pride in this 
technological virtuosity, but it has 
propelled an expansion of government 
power unlike anything I’ve seen since 
I joined Congress 50 years ago. So we 
face the crucial question of what to do 
about them. How can we prevent abuse 
of the capabilities the NS A has been 
given? 

The White House argues that there 
are elaborate checks and balances 
within the executive branch to prevent 
abuses. That’s commendable but 
insufficient. There is a lack of evidence 
that Congress and the courts provided 
pushback on any of the intelligence 
community’s initiatives to expand its 
power and they have been reliable 


and relatively uncritical allies of the 
intelligence community. 

I do not see how we get the balance 
between liberty and security right 
unless the courts and the full Congress 
not just certain committee members 
get all the information they need 
and step up to their constitutional 
responsibilities to check and balance 
executive power. 

At a minimum, then, Congress and 
the courts should do the job our system 
counts on them to do, and commit to 
rigorous and sustained oversight and, in 
the case of Congress, legislative action 
to refine the laws governing federal 
surveillance. Government should not 
be entitled secretly to get information 
on anyone whenever it wants without 
more transparency, more information, 
more debate, more oversight, and 
additional constraints. 

Sorting through these questions will 
be arduous and is the work of many 
years. Yet the public policy issues they 
raise are of enormous magnitude. 
Getting the balance right between 
liberty and security is a daunting job, 
and now is the time for the Congress 
and the courts to exert leadership.

Guest column: Senator Robinson’s Legislative Update

Every year there is a call for tax reform, 
it seems. Governor Beshear presented a tax 
reform plan this week. The proposal included 
22 items, some of which were sound and 
rational, and helped business in Kentucky. But 
the increases on sales tax and services that hit 
the working class and the poor just are not fair, 
nor does it make sense in this economy, again 
unfairly assessing higher taxes on citizens that 
are already burdened by increasing health 
costs, insurance costs and federal taxes. 

One example of deficiency of this proposal 
is the taxes raised on services. In my opinion, 


we should avoid taxes that take more income 
from struggling families. An example of how 
this plan hurts working families and those out 
of work and struggling is the tax increase for 
car repairs. Those in high income brackets 
can afford new cars every two or three years. 
But the folks that this will hit hardest are those 
that depend on repairs for their vehicles since 
they cannot just go out and buy a newer car. 

So, I am concerned that we are going to 
have a difficult time finding agreement with 
this proposal. Maybe our time would be better 
spent finding more efficient ways to run the 
government, cutting out waist, and putting 
funds to good use. 

As for legislation, many bills were passed 


this week by the Senate and now move on to 
the house. Senate Bill 58 passed, which creates 
a constitutional amendment proposal to be 
placed on the ballot that would abolish the 
office of the state Treasurer. With this measure, 
Kentucky would save at least $2 million in the 
first year, and $750,000 in subsequent years. 
The duties of the office would be absorbed by 
the Finance Cabinet. 

We also passed Senate Bill 1 this week, 
a bill that would also put a constitutional 
amendment on the ballot seeking to ensure 
Legislative review and ability to deny deficient 
regulations written by the Executive Branch. 
I spoke in support of the bill on the floor, 
highlighting the need for coequal powers with 


the Executive and Judicial Branches. 

This week, the Senate also took up bills that 
affect the health care of Kentuckians. One 
such measure is Senate Bill 8, requires an 
ultra-sound for patients seeking an abortion 
to ensure fully informed consent. This bill 
passed 35-5 with bipartisan support.

Labor freedom as American as Olympic Gold

“No man is an island” English poet John Donne wrote in 
1623. Neither is any state - at least not in 2014. 

With each company’s decision to expand or relocate to 
Tennessee to the south or Indiana to the north - two of 
Kentucky’s three neighboring states with right-to-work laws 
- Kentucky, which lacks such a labor policy, not only moves 
closer to “island” status, but actually is in danger of becoming 
a swamp surrounded by economic alligators gobbling up 
opportunities. 

This is especially true since the Hoosier State in early 2012 
became the nation’s 23rd state to pass a right-to-work law - a 
policy that simply allows employees who work at a business 
with union representation to choose not to join that union or 
pay its dues without losing their jobs. 

Not only is such freedom of choice as American as baseball, 
apple pie and Kaitlyn Farrington’s snowboard halfpipe 
Olympic gold, but it also opens the door to real volumes of 
prosperity. 

Kentuckians laboring in Louisville, the Bluegrass State’s 
largest city -can look out from the swamp, across the river 
into Indiana and witness such prosperity developing right 
before their very eyes. Meanwhile, their own politicians dither 
in Frankfort over whether state revenues could withstand a 


miserly reduction in the state’s top corporate income tax rate 
from 6 percent to 5.9 percent. 

Louisvillians soon will see 220 more Hoosiers with good 
jobs provided by Autoneum, a Swiss-based auto supplier, 
arriving at a 300,000 square-foot manufacturing facility near 
Jeffersonville, in what used to be an old Army ammunition 
plant built that now stands as the River Ridge Commerce 
Center. 

Economic leaders in Louisville were until as recently as two 
weeks ago were putting together a financing package to draw 
Autoneum and its jobs to Bullitt County. In the end, however, 
the supplier chose the right-to-work state. 

Autoneum’s decision makers apparently didn’t want to dodge 
alligators in the swamp in the form of labor bosses and their 
politician-enablers who snap, snap, snap at any possibility of 
bringing a right-to-work policy to this side of the Ohio River. 

Between Feb. 1,2012 - when then-Gov. Mitch Daniels signed 
Indiana’s right-to-work law, making it the first Rust Belt state 
to implement such a policy - and the end of that calendar year, 
more than 90 companies had expressed interest in expanding 
or relocating to Indiana. 

And it didn’t even require Daniels to haul his entourage - at 
huge taxpayer expense - to the United Kingdom like Kentucky 
Gov. Beshear plans on doing for an entire week in May. 

Beshear could work smarter rather than harder and get 
some great results - all at the same time - if he would spend 


some time pointing out to his big-government pals in the 
Kentucky House like Labor Committee chairman Rick Nelson, 
D-Middlesboro, how Michigan passed its own right-to-work 
law in December 2012. 

“Even our fellow legislators in the state where the UAW 
was born - that highly industrialized, labor union-ingrained 
state - realize that absent right-to-work legislation, their 
manufacturing firms were heading south,” the governor could 
say with uncharacteristic accuracy and conviction. 

It might take some time, but I do believe Kentuckians - like 
their Hoosier counterparts - could get used to jobs coming to 
Kentucky rather than leaving before they ever actually come 
when manufacturers discover that ours is a state without a 
right-to-work policy. 

Indiana’s current right-to-work law is a tipping point for 
companies - as in tipping away from the swamp and into 
Hoosierland, where it has become the Midwest’s Promised 
Land flowing with bright opportunities for the future. 

Passing such a law in Kentucky could part the waters and 
connect the “continents,” of which Donne writes that “every 
man is a piece ... a part of the main.” 

Every state, too.

TIMES PAST 


The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the Feb. 13 issue of the Citizen 
Voice & Times. It is part of Chapter 5 of 
Hallie Johnstones book History of Estill 
County. 

Chapter 5 continued 

Prior to the building of the school 
a brickyard for many years had been 
operated on the site. The building was 
frame, consisting of two spacious rooms 
with a wide door in the partition between 
them, which could be raised on special 
occasions, converting the two rooms into 
one huge one. A lobby superimposed by a 
cupola served as the entrance. 

The first trustees of the school district 
were: Arch D. Snowden, M.B. Whiteman, 
W. Pearl Tipton, Banford J. White and 
James F. West. 

The first teachers were: Prof. John L. 
Troupe and Mrs. Hattie Tipton. Other 
teachers were: Prof. James Wilson, Miss 
Madge Wilson, Miss Dorcie Stocton, 
Miss Bettie White and Miss Laura West. 

For many years Prof. John L. Carpenter 
was principal of the school. While he was 
principal, the building was enlarged by 
adding a second story in the year of 1910. 
This addition was to accommodate the 
growing population. This necessitated 
extra teachers, some of whom were Miss 
Maude Turner, Miss Sue Black, Leroy 
Alcorn, T.A. Christopher and Algin 
Daniel. 

Private Schools or otherwise 
Subscription Schools were a great aid 
in the furthering of education in rural 
counties of the state. As example of the 
way these schools were conducted may 
be seen in this announcement made 
by Professor John L. Carpenter of the 
opening of Estill Collegiate Institute in 
1909. 

Dear Teacher and Students: 

Our winter term begins on the first 
Monday of January, and will continue until 
June. We will have a Normal Department 
consisting of those who wish to prepare 
for examination for teachers certificate, 
or for teachers who wish to become more 
proficient in the common school branches. 
We will also have classes for beginners in 
high school work. All students who have 
passed the examination for graduation 
from Common Schools will be admitted 
free tuition. Other courses will be added 
at a low rate of tuition. 

We have made arrangements with good 
families to board you cheap. 

J.L. Carpenter 

ESTILL COLLEGIATE 
INSTITUTE 

The Estill Collegiate Institute was 
established in 1906. For many years the 
Estill County citizens had felt the need for 


a school of higher education and learning. 
The Presbyterian Church came to their 
aid with a proposition that if the citizens 
would subscribe five thousand dollars 
and a suitable location for the erection 
of a college, the Presbyterian Church 
would establish and maintain a college 
in the county. This amount was promptly 
subscribed and the Estill Seminary lot 
appropriated for its location. 

This was a forward step in education 
in the county. The normal and collegiate 
courses offered at this school provided 
an education for many of our leading 
citizens of today. 

The first superintendent was Professor 
J.W. Lindsay, followed by Professor John 
L. Carpenter. Other early teachers were: 
Miss Mary Fiddler, Mrs. Julia White 
Wilson, Miss Nell Bourne and Miss 
Mamie West. A Miss Hikens was the 
music teacher for several years. This 
college was an educational center out of 
which grew our first high school. 

The Irvine Grade School was established 
in 1920, This school superseded the 
Irvine Public School, which burned on 
February 2, 1920. Plans for a new and 
more adequate facility to accommodate 
the increased population due to the oil 
and railroad boom were already being 
made when the old building burned. 

A movement to raise funds toward this 
effort by Hon. Robert R. Friend, one of 
Irvines most substantial and best loved 
citizens, was started. Mr. Friend had no 
family of his own, but was an ardent lover 
of children. 

Recognizing the need for action 
leadership in launching this movement, 
he formed an effective organization to 
raise the necessary funds, to which many 
of our citizens made liberal contributions. 

He continued his active interest in the 
school, its erection, and the organization 
of the first faculty. 

The first official board was composed of 
the following members: Robert R. Friend, 
President, James J. Johnstone, Secretary, 
James N. Benton, William Harrison, Troy 
Snowden and P.B. Neal. 

Dr. J.P.W. Brouse was the first 
Superintendent with Mrs. Elizabeth 
Brouse, Principal, and Mrs. Marguerite 
Sparrow, Superintendent of the primary 
department. Miss Sallie Whitement was 
the first Treasurer, followed by Miss Lulu 
Snowden, who held the office twenty odd 
years. 

FIRST PTA 

The first Parent Teacher Association in 
the county was organized by Mrs. James 
N. Benton, who served as first President, 
Mrs. James J. Johnstone was Secretary 
and Mrs. Henry B. Prewitt, Treasurer. 

AN EARLY SCHOOL 

Tipton School is thought to have been 


one of the earliest school established in 
the county. It had its infant beginning 
with the first settlers. The early school 
records were destroyed by a fire that took 
place in the old court house. 

William Hannibal Tipton (1772-1857) 
was an early settler, having come to this 
region in 1806, two years before the 
county was organized. He, with other 
pioneers, fired by the glowing description 
of beds of iron ore that had been in this 
region, as given by geologist and others, 
came in quest of a place to settle. 

Williams journey ended on what is now 
known as Tipton Ridge, where he traded 
a rifle to an Indian for a tract of land lying 
on the ridge between Cow and Millers 
Creeks, and in the vicinity of the location 
of two iron furnaces, Estill Steam Furnace 
and Cottage Furnace. Fitchburg Furnace 
was also only a few miles distant. 

After staking his claim, with the aid 
of his companions, he built a cabin in a 
clearing near a spring gushing forth from 
the mountainside and returned to “fetch” 
his family. 

From early youth, the children in this 
humble mountain cabin were instructed 
by their parents. During the long winter 
evenings each child was given “sums” to 
do. The children became well versed in 
arithmetic, reading and spelling. 

Soon after getting his family settled, 
William H. Bent on arranging for his 
childrens advancements, entered into 
compact with six of his neighbors, by 
means of which the services of a teacher 
were secured for a certain small stipend 
quarterly, the teacher passing from 
house to house in succession, and in 
pre-concerted intervals. This was the 
beginning of the first school of learning 
in this locality. 

Time does not reveal just when the 
little log schoolhouse was built. However, 
we do know it was several years before 
the public schools were established, that 
William H. and his neighbors built it, 
with William H. donating the land and 
most of the logs. It was very crude, but 
quite comfortable with its huge fireplace 
for heat during autumn weather. No 
school was held during the winter. 

Most of the seats were without backs. 
Lessons were prepared, then classes were 
called to recite on the recitation bench, 
which was more comfortable. 

William Lexius Tipton (1799-1893), a 
son of William Hannibal, later known as 
Major Bill, taught school for several years 
in this school. 

He had mastered the difficulties of 
reading, writing and arithmetic, and was 
well groomed in English literature, of 
which he was very fond. 

He had a wonderful memory and 
enjoyed quoting from Shakespeare and 
other poets. He may be presumed to have 
drawn intellectually from his father, while 
his mother, an Irish lady, may be credited 


with giving him predilection for ballad 
lore and his delight in lilting lyrics. 

William Lexius was also a Bible student 
and self-taught Greek scholar. 

The little log scho olhouse was remo deled 
from time to time as civilization advanced 
and more school funds became available. 
It was finally destroyed by a fire of 
unknown origin. The school district was 
changed and a new frame building was 
erected on the land of Garret D. Tipton, 
grandson of Major Bill. The deed was 
made on September 3, 1889. (Deed Book 
Number 65 Page 16.) 

The Tipton School was in use until a 
few years ago when school buses came 
in use. The students are now transferred 
to Ravenna Elementary School, Estill 
Middle School and Estill High School. 

ESTILL COUNTY HIGH 
SCHOOL 

Established in 1917, Estill County High 
School has a varied history in its struggle 
to exist. It was first officially accredited 
as a Class B. High School in January, 
1921. At the beginning of the term 1923- 
1924 by contract with the County Board 
of Education, the Estill High School 
became Irvine High School, operated 
and administered by the Irvine Board of 
Education and continued as such during 
two successive years. 

Again, by agreement, the operation 
of the high school reverted to the 
Estill County Board of Education, and 
continued on as such until the school 
term 1930-1931, when it was taken over 
by the Irvine Board of Education again. 

During the time since the organization 
of a high school in Irvine, there had been 
only one high school in the county, and 
pupils from Ravenna and non-operating 
districts attended school together. 

During the period from 1917 to 1934 
the enrollment increased from 17 to 408. 
The number of teachers increased from 
one to fourteen; the number of graduates 
from two in 1921, the first class to 52 in 
1934. 

Recovering from the county’s 
depression, which had practically 
demoralized the country and in which 
the schools suffered financially, the Estill 
County School Board rallied its forces. 
They remodeled the old building, which 
had its beginning as Estill Collegiate 
Institute and which had given birth to the 
first high school in the county. It opened 
September 1939 with an enrollment of 
199 students. 

Some of the teachers who taught 
and lent their support to this school’s 
early beginning were: Professor C.W. 
Campbell, Mrs. Mamie West Scott, 
Professor R.F. Flege, Miss Ann Stanley, 
and O.F. McElroy.

Baker says practice chainsaw 
safety on the farm, at home

A long winter with 
frequent bouts of ice and 
snow has not been kind to 
Kentucky trees, and we 11 
probably be hearing the buzz 
of chainsaws with increasing 
frequency as things warm up 
and thaw out. 

While chainsaws are 
a powerful tool, this 
characteristic also makes 
them very dangerous. Mark 
Purschwitz, agricultural 
safety and health specialist 
with the University of 
Kentucky College of 
Agriculture, Food, and 
Environment, states that 
improper chainsaw use can 
cause serious, sometimes 
fatal, injuries, so if you’re 
using a chainsaw, follow 
these three safety guidelines: 
know how your saw works 
and how to properly use it; 
wear personal protective 
equipment to protect your 
eyes, hearing, head, legs and 
feet and never work alone. 

Buy a chainsaw you can 
comfortably handle and that 
is appropriate for the tasks 
you do most often. Always 


read and follow instructions 
in the owner’s manual. 

Be sure all parts of your 
chainsaw are present and in 
good working order. Check 
the saw chain for proper 
tension and sharpness. Use 
a saw with a chain brake 
and low-kickback type of 
chain. Be sure the chain is 
well-lubricated and all safety 
devices, including the chain 
brake, are properly working. 

Be sure to mix fuel in a can, 
not in the saw’s tank and keep 
the gasoline can at least 10 
feet away from where you’re 
going to start the chainsaw. 

Always start a chainsaw 
with the saw on the ground 
with one of your toes in 
the handle and one hand 
on the handle. Never hold 
the chainsaw in the air with 
one hand while pulling on 
the starting rope with the 
other. Keep both hands on 
the chainsaw when cutting; 
always operate the saw below 
shoulder height; only operate 
a chainsaw up in a tree 
when you’ve received special 
training to do so, and engage 
the chain brake when starting 
and walking with the saw. 

Many chainsaw injuries 
take place when the moving 
chain comes into contact 
with the operator, with 
kickback being the most 
common cause. Kickback 
takes place when the upper 
tip of the guide bar touches 
an object, or the chain gets 
pinched. This rapidly and 
uncontrollably throws the 
saw up and back towards the 
operator. Kickback can cause 
severe lacerations to the 


upper body, neck or face, and 
even death. Remember to 
maintain a stiff left elbow to 
lessen the chance of the saw 
striking you in a kickback. 
When cutting logs from a 
tree, be sure to stand to the 
left side of the chain so any 
kickback will go over your 
shoulder. 

Hand and arm injuries 
comprise 41 percent of 
total chainsaw injuries; legs, 
39 percent; head and face 
injuries, 11 percent; feet, 6 
percent and upper body, 3 
percent. You can significantly 
reduce chainsaw injuries or 
fatalities by wearing personal 
protective equipment. Wear 
cut-retardant chaps and 
cut-resistant boots to protect 
thighs, shins and feet; goggles 
not sunglasses to protect eyes; 
ear plugs to protect hearing; 
non-slip gloves to protect 
hands; and a hardhat and face 
screen to protect your head 
and face. One convenient way 
to protect your head, face and 
ears is to use a helmet system 
that combines hardhat, 
face screen and hearing 
protection. Also, wear sturdy, 
snug fitting clothing that 
gives you complete freedom 
of movement. Avoid loose 
things that might catch in 
the moving chain including 
sleeve and pants cuffs, 
unfastened long hair or 
jewelry. 

Never go out alone to 
operate a chainsaw. Another 
person can share the cutting 
tasks to prevent fatigue, a 
major cause of injuries in the 
woods, or go for help should 
an accident occur. Always

I was not really 
good at a lot of things but when it came to counting I could 
hold my own with any of my classmates. 

Spelling class was always one of my favorite classes. I 
would study for hours to learn new words and memorize 
their meanings. I was not a scholar by any means, but I was 
inquisitive and I guess I was always chasing one or more of 
my illusive dreams. 

I realized very early in life that I was not destined to live 
the life of a pampered princess. My young life so far had 
been frayed with disappointments and almost always a lack 
of ready cash. When daddy took me to buy my ugly brown 
lace up school shoes he warned me not to throw the box 
away because before the school year would end I would 
need it to make inner soles to put in my shoes that would 
most certainly be wearing out by then. 

Doing without or doing with very little was a part of my 
life, and I could see no change in the foreseeable future, 
so I chose to remain the proverbial dreamer. School was 
beginning to be fun, and I was finally keeping up with my 
classmates. Every morning after doing my chores I went 
to school. 


I did not walk, I ran. I could hardly wait to get there. 
Every morning the class was opened with the Pledge of 
Allegiance to our flag and then singing the Star Spangled 
Banner followed immediately by a Bible verse. 

I loved my teacher and school was really fun, but what 
was even better was that in the middle of the morning, 
we were allowed to go outside in the schoolyard and play 
on the playground equipment. I was not interested in the 
swings, the see saws or even jumping rope. What I had my 
eye on was the sliding board. I had never been on a slide. I 
shied away from it for a long time, but finally I decided that 
if all the others in my class could climb that big tall ladder 
that led to the top of the slide then I could do it to. 

Well, I finally gathered all my courage and climbed and 
climbed and I made it to the top. When I started down the 
slide for the first time, I thought to myself that this was 
going to be one of the best days of my life, but when I got to 
the bottom I slipped on a rock and fell, without thinking, I 
picked it up to throw it out of the school yard. I never could 
throw a straight ball and evidentally I was going to have 
the same luck with rocks. The rock that was supposed to be 
thrown out of the school yard ended up in the middle of a 
window in the school basement. The janitor came running 
out in a rage to find out who was breaking his windows and 
destroying school property. 

I went home that day, a little slower than usual, with 
a heavy heart and a note pinned to my coat that told my 
unsuspecting parents, that I had to replace the broken 
window that I had so negligently broken and that I owed 
the Irvine Grade School thirty five cents. 

Every year our school participated in a wonderful 
pageant know as the May Day Dance. Everyone wanted 
to get to dance around the May Pole; everyone wanted to 
be a part of this folk celebration. I was absolutely thrilled 
out of my mind when Miss Hays chose me to be one of 
the participants. We practiced for months just to be able 
to dance around the May Pole pole for a few minutes. An 
even number of boys and girls wove ours streamers around 
the pole and thrived in all the attention that our families 
gave us. The boys wore white shirts and black pants, but 
we girls had beautiful dresses made out of brightly colored 
crepe paper. Part of the celebration was to select a King 
and Queen from the high school. The most beautiful girl 
and the most handsome boy were always selected and 
awarded a crown to wear during all the festivities. As the 
years went by, we girls got to have matching dotted swiss 


dresses. I was always so proud of my dress and was allowed 
to wear it to Sunday school at the Irvine Christian Church. 
I pretended that I was a princess and wore it with so much 
pride. As soon as I got home from Sunday school I took off 
my beautiful dress and hung it up. I loved that dress and 
I was so proud of it. When I went by the closet I would 
sometimes take it out and marvel at its beauty. 

My mother was a good seamstress, and in the spring 
when the farmers would return their sacks that the feed 
had come in, Daddy would drive us over to the feed store 
and let me pick out one or two of the prettiest flowered 
feed sacks. Daddy would give the proprietor ten cents for 
each sack and as soon as we got home Mama would begin 
to make me a broom stick skirt and I would proudly wear 
the skirt to school the very next day. She would always buy 
a white one and make me a blouse. She would embroider 
flowers around the neck, and I thought that I had the 
prettiest outfit of any girl in school. I did not have a lot, but 
I was proud of what I had. 

Once or twice a year, the family would take a big trip to 
Richmond. We would all pile in the car and away we would 
go. The Richmond Road was a dangerous winding piece of 
highway, and some of the hills were almost impossible to 
get up. When we got to the highest hill, we would all call 
out to Daddy, put her in bulldog, and he would put our old 
Pontiac in first gear, and we would chug, chug, and chug 
until we got up to the top. There was one bump that every 
one called the thrill bump, and we always wanted to go over 
it as fast as our car would go. I have seen my daddy shove 
down on that gas peddle and get our old car up to thirty- 
five miles per hour. These were the times when we could 
hardly wait to get back home and tell everyone that would 
listen how fast our daddy had driven. 

We did not have much to brag about, but this was really 
special and I am afraid that sometimes our friends doubted 
our words, but we did not care, because we knew and that 
was all that mattered. We took our good times and turned 
them into cherished memories, and we each kept them 
tucked away in the secret part of our minds to be able to 
pull them out when hard times came, and we needed to be 
cheered up. 

Sometimes, our good memories were all that kept us 
going when times were really bad. 

Goodbye for now, and God willing, I will be back next 
week.
